According to recent reports, no definite successor to the vecently arrested 
Willi Kreikemeyer has been selected. Apparently a close examination of all 
railroad officials in the upper brackets is planned befcre a successor is 
named. A considerable shift in personnel in section M (mahines ) is antici- 
peated as a consequence of the investigaticn. 


In September the DDR Railroad Administration established an International 
Office in its administrative setup. That office is charged with supervision 
of all matters concerning organizations not within the borders of the DDR.

Since 2h September 1950 locomotives for express train use hard coal, 
Substantial supplies have arrived from Upper Silesia.
